Or by purchasing the "pot grown" 
berry ■ plants, and putting them In 
your garden now, you will actually 
pick your flrst crop of strawUeri-les 
from these plants next spring. 

No home garden should bo without 
at least a small bod of strawberries. 
Quite a small patch of ground will bo 
' aufflclent on which to start a good 
bed- of berries which will produce 
llrst quality fruit for the homo tabic* 
and some to make Into Jam or to can 
fO|» the winter supply. 
How foolish It Is for people with 



There are two systems for planting 
fltrawberry plants, the Hill System, 
and the Matted Row System. The 
Malted How System ot planting Is the 
one moat generally used. In this lat- 
ter syBtem, the plants are sot from 
12 to 18 In. apart in rows 2 or 3 feet 
apart. Ah the new runners appear, 
they are" rooted between and to the 
aides of the original plants, untlla 
nmt from 15 to 18 Inches wide is 
formed. The plants that form, the 
mat should not be closer together 
than 5 or C Inches. 

In tho "HIU" syetem, the plants are 

set. in row6 about a foot apart. Tho 

rows may bo single, or fou^. or flvo 

tBfeether In a bed, the rows a loot 

apart with a two foot alley between 

the beds. In this case all runners 

are pinched off as soon as they start 

and the ground hood between tho 

hills. Where only a few planU are 

grown and Uie soil Is rich and may 

bo watered, this method will probably 

give the best satisfaction

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BUYING AT HOIWE 

MEANS ECONOMY 
If a city or town !a good^euougli to 
llvo In, and good enough to tako a 
salary from, it should bo good enough 
to buy In. If the teachers, the preach- 
ers, the professional men and the civ- 
ic servants want incronsod salaries 
the moat, direct route to bring about 
that desired ends Is to keep the 
money circulating in the home town. 
If all the money of the country ever 
got into the hands of a few men, busi- 
ness in general would bo stagnate. 
The proper and healthy conditlo'u is 
to have money circulated so that 
everyone will, through his or her In- 
dustry, get some of it. 

The first expectation of a producer 
is to bo able to sell his crop after it 
has been grown. To soli It he must 
liavo customers, with money, who are 
able to buy It. The further the pro- 
ducer Is away from the consumer the 
more the transportation costs. Farms 
near thriving towns and cities are 
more valuable than those which are' 
Isolated in the backgrounds. The best 
■way to make backwoods farms valu- 
able Is to buy lu the cities and towns 
near them. 

Prosperous cities and towns are 
built up through proper cooperation 
• between retail merchanta and their 
customdrs. They must work together. 
The customer requires the retail mer- 
chant, and the retail merchant re- 
quires the customer. If customers 
send all their money away to mail 
order houses for staple goods and ex- 
pect the corner store to live on the 
sale of lamp chimneys, eggs and coal 
oil tlioy will awaken some day to find 
the little corner store closed. Goods 
when you want them and where you 
want them are .worth more than 
goods thousands of miles away. Ten 
cents* worth of toochache gum in the 
corner drug store In the Home Town 
is worth more to a suffering child 
with an aching tooth than ten tons of 
the same article In Hong Kong,' 
China. 

Hetall merchants endeavor to lo- 
cate in places whore they are re- 
^. _ quired. They have a double mission 

pZSSX?^' to. perform; they buy goods 'to suit 
\j " '■ their customers and they expect to 
. make a living by selling and caring 
for them. The better service a retail 
merchant gives his customers the bet- 
ter business he should receive in re- 
turn. The service should he iputu'al 
and the customer should be equally 
anxious to "see that the retail stores 
in his city or town succeed. 

The statement that by buying 
through mall order houses you are 
saving the middleman's profit on all 
you buy Is only a glaring deception 
to say nothing whatever about tlie 
queatlon of lack of loyalty to your 
Home Town. Let us follow the process 
and see If less labor Is required. A 
peraon living in a town, and whose 
position depends upon the prosperity 
of the town, receives a catalogue. In 
order that the said catalogue should 
reach the person tljo following pro- 
cess must take place: 
1— The catalogue is designed. 
2— Printed, 
3— Cuts made. 

4— Delivered to Uie mall order 
house office. 

5 — Addresses secured. 
6— Catalogue wrapped up and ad- 
dressed. 

7— Stamped. 

8— Placed in the mall bag. 
9 Mall bag taken to the station. ' 
10— Carried on the train. 
11— Taken off the train. 
12— Taken to the postofflco, 
13— delivered to the customer in 
the town. 

14— Customers spends time reading 
It over and selects an article. 

15— Writes a letter. 

16— Secures a postofilce order, or 
encloses the cash and takes the risk. 

17 — The postmaster enters It 
4ind puts it in the mall bag. 

18— Mall driver takes It to the sta- 
tion. 

19— Mall clerk In charge of the 
train delivery it at the othe'r end. 

20— Postofflce delivery wagon clerk 
tiellvera It to the postofilce. 

21— -Postal clerk chocks it and sorts 
Jt ready for tho postman.

No sane person could say that there 
is any economy In that system of do- 
ing business, especially when four- 
teeh transactions out of thlrty-threo' 
are made by the government mail 
order service nt less than cost price, 
thus benefitting the mall order house 
proprietors at the expense of^ all tho 
people. 

True economy and sound patriot- 
ism, therefore, call upon every loyal 
citizen to patronize his Home Town 
and keep the wheels of commerce 
moving In the direction In which 
most persons qan be nmtually beue- 
llted.

A short spell of failure frequently 
loads to a long record of .suci.'g.s3— 
and if things haven*t panned out as 
nicely as they ought it is no more 
tiian wjiat at sonic time or another 
ha.s happened to almost every big 
man you can think of.

IT DOES SEEM QUEER, 

DOESN'T IT? 
No less than four or five Waukegnn 
cominlsslon men, or as they are more 
familiarly known, "fruit peddlers," In- 
vade Antioch two or three times a 
week ..'jolling their wares from house 
to house. These same peddlers buy 
their ' potatoes, peaches, apples, 
grapes, berries, etc., right here In An- 
tioch and nearby villages. T;hey then 
proceed to sell the goods to the neigh- 
bors of whom they bought at ai tre- 
mendous profil. a profit that is largo 
enough to pay tho salaries of two or 
possibly tliree. men that handle the 
goods, pay for the upkeep of tho big 
truck, buy the gasoline and make 
enough "on the side" for their boss. 

This is what makes tho whole idea 
seem ridiculous. For instance, Mr. 
Brown has 40 acres of fine potatoes. 
Ho bags them up and ships' them to 
Chicago and gets for them what he 
claims "a farmer can't live off." The 
buyer of these potatoes, or middleman 
doesn't even see the potatoes, but 
sella them at a profit to said Wauke- 
^an peddler. The peddler drives to 
Antioch to sell the potatoes, probably 
to Mrs. Gree.i, who lives across the 
road from. Mr. Brown, or poss'lbly to 
Mrs. Black, who has the boarding 
house over on tho next street. 

Now, ,when Brown sold the pota- 
toes ho probably got as much as 4Gc 
or possibly 60c per bushel, dfter all 
expenses were paid, and when Mrs.

The important and interest- 
ing thing about curaro is that it lE 
inert unless introduced directly into 
the body-fluids. It can be swallowed 
even in large quantities without. ill 
effects, because it is broken up in 
the stomach by the digestive process. 
Introduced into the blood stream, 
however, by hypodermic injection, 
or by a dart, knife or arrow im- 
pregnated with it, curare is highlj 
poisonous. It dots almost instantly, 
paralj-zing all muscles, so that it<. 
victim drops at once, inert. And 
that rictim may be eaten with ira- 
punity, because curare is broken up 
during digestion,— Adventure Hag.

all the muscles. Death is diie to 
paralysis of the- heart and -respira- 
tory muscles. Curare, as it is called, 
has no other action; it does not 
affect consciousness nor is it anes- 
thetic. The important and interest- 
ing thing about curare is that it n 
inert unless introduced directly into 
the body-fluids. It can be swallowed 
even in large quantities without- ill 
effects, because it is broken up in 
the stomach by the digestive process. 
Introduced into the blood stream, 
however, by hypodermic injection, 
or by a dart, knife or arrow im- 
pregnated with it, curare is highlj 
poisonous. It nets almost instantly, 
paralj-zing all muscles, so that it«. 
victim drops at once, inert. And 
that rictim may be eaten with im- 
pimity, because curare is broken up 

during digestion,— Adventure Hag- 
ozine.
